Executives for return of the railroads 
to private operation under conditions 
that will msuie adequate revenue and 
maximum service to the public were 
laid before the house committee on in 
terstate and foreign commerce today by 
Thomas Dewitt Cuyler, chairman of the 
association 
Congress, under the plan would di- 


rect the interstate commerce commis 
sion to approve rates which will enable 
the railroads to be "self 
sustaining," 


the rate regulating 
authority to be 


vested exclusively in the central com- 
mission and regional sub-commissions 
There would be no guarantee of income 
or dividends by the government. 


Broad regulatory powers would be 


vested in a federal transportation board 
to be created as a co ordmate body with 
the interstate commerce commission 
This board, to be composed of three com- 
missioners appointed by the president, 
would be charged with "general over- 
sight of transportation from the point 
of view of the public interest" It would 
leheve the interstate commerce com 
mission of all functions, 
except rate 


regulation, valuation and accounting. 


To avoid the risk of "financial disas- 


ter" upon return of the roads to private 
operation, Mr Cuyler said the railway 
executives believed it necessary tint. 
the guaranteed standard return from 
the government be continued until it 
was possible to "restore the eauihbrum 
between expenditures 
and expenses" 


and make the carriers again self-sup- 
porting. It was proposed that this re 
adjustment of rates be undertaken by 
the interstate commerce commission in 
consultation with the director general 
of railroads and the proposed transpor- 
tation board. 


By way of further financial relief for 


the toads upon resumption of private 
operation it was advocated that their 
indebtedness to the government on ac- 
count of capital 
expenditures made 


dining the period of government con- 
trol be funded for ten >ears.

A short time afterwards one 
horse was observed standing without a rider. The third horseman 
dismounted and climbing tip the side of the mountain disappeared.

Stevens 
stated that the compahy did not care to 
deal with the car men on account of 
.he miscellaneous employes, which in- 


clude barnmen, sub-station men, em- 
ployes of powerhouse, repairers, ma- 
chinists and car-washers. His conten- 
tion was that if a settlement was ef- 
fected with the conductors and motof- 
men the others could make their dc- 
tnands and tie the road up. Some -of 
the miscellaneous employes are organ- 
ized, while others are not. 


"The Ohio Electric Railway 
has opposed every improvement for 
city in which their company would to 
assessed," declared Mayor AthertWL 
"It held up the East Main street paving, 
and we sent our city solicitor to Wash- 
ington upon its statement that it could 
not secure steel rails, and we found out 
that it had not e\en asked for them. 
The company has not even compiled 
with the state law which requires tbe 
installation of airbrakes on its .cars, and 
now it looks as if it was tryng to frees* 
the men out 
Its franchise calls for the 


proper operation of all cars, and I have 
informed the officials that it must be 
complied with within the next 48 hours."

"The Responsibility of Initiative in 
the Solution of the Natural Gas 
Problem Rests with the Public" 


No departure from established custom can be 


proposed without provoking discussion and the re- 
cently inaugurated agitation for the conservation of 
natural gas is no exception to the general rule. How- 
ever, there seems to be some misconception as to the 
origin and intent of this conservation movement, but 
this must arise either from lack of information on 
Ihe subject or failure to realize that Avarning was 
given many years ago as to the result of wasteful ex- 
travagance in the use of this precious fuel. Certain 
it is that producer and consumer gave little heed to 
such warnings because both seemed to believe that 
natural gas was inexhaustible, but in the light of bet- 
ter knowledge the one realizes the imminence of total 
destruction of its business, and the other the depriva- 
tion of the most ideal domestic fuel. 


Eminent geologists and other able authority on the 


subject following recent exhaustive surveys of the 
Appalachian Gas Fields have renewed their oft re- 
peated warnings of the rapid depletion of these natural 
gas pools from Avhich Ohio, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia draw their supplies, but it was in Novem- 
ber, 1899, that Professor EdAvard Orton, State Geolo- 
gist of Ohio for many years, said:

natural gas industry belong; and this particular situa- 
tion, bad enough from environment, is further aggra- 
vated by characteristics inherent in the resource. 


"The public must look to remedying the situation or 


within a very few years lose the services of the re- 
source already seriously impaired. The stimulus to ac- 
tion contributed in the form of technical discussions is 
inadequate and equally so that afforded in appeals to 
sentiment and sensationalism. * * * 


"The situation is too complex for any simple formula 


of remedy. It is not only complex but acutely critical 
as well, and needs all the light that can be thrown on it 
from all sides." 


Dr. I. C. White, State Geologist of West Virginia, 


and one of the greatest living authorities on the sub- 
ject, in recent utterances unmercifully chastises the 
natural gas wasters and serves notice that a continu- 
ance of its extravagant use will result in complete fail- 
ure within a comparatively short period. He says: 


"It is quite probable that not more than one-fourth 


of West Viriginia's original gaseous fuel resources yet 
remain in their underground reservoirs. 
One of the 


most important questions that confronts the people of 
the state today is how best to conserve the remaining 


"The price of (natural) gas ought to be increased 
supply of this matchless fuel so that its use for do- 


in every community that is now using it. There is no mestic and other necessary purposes may be prolonged 
good reason why it should be sold at any less price 
than the fuel which it displaces, or, in other words, why 
the better article should be sold for less than the in- 
ferior. 
In counting the cost of the displaced fuel, ac- 


count should always be taken of the various item:; it* 
volved, such as its storage and preparation, the cost of 
lighting fires and the expense of removing ashes and 
cinders, none of which enter into the use «f gaseous 
fuel. It may be urged that an increased price fcr gas 
would result in extravagant profit for the gas con> 
panics. It cannot be denied that there is a possibility 
of such a result, but as a matter of fact there are very 
few cases in the country in which companies have go* 
back their original investment or see any good chanc- 
of getting it back. They are generally obliged to coi» 
tent themselves with generous dividends while the gas 
is in full flow." - 


This early agitation for natural gas conservation on 


the part of such an eminent authority fell on ears 
unwilling to listen, because of the mistaken notion that 
there was no end to the natural gas supply. But this 
old. order of things has undergone a radical reversal 
in the light of indisputable proof of the waning of 
discovered and undiscovered supply—the first evi- 
denced by lowering production and complete exhaus- 
tion of wells, and the latter by the increasing failures 
in attempting to develop new production. 


Among the many recent recommendations for prac- 


tical conservation of natural gas might be mentioned 
a bulletin issued by the Smithsonian Institution (Bul- 
letin 102, Part 7) under the title "Natural Gas: 
Its 


Production, Service and Conservation." In the fore- 
word of this able pamphlet, C. G. Gilbert, Curator, Di- 
vision of Mineral Technology, United States National 
Museum, says: 


"Natural gas is the least appreciated, consequently 


the most abused, of the mineral resources in popular 
use. 
The issues involved are of direct concern to some 


ten millions of the inhabitants of the United States, 
and their range of influence does not stop even here; 


to a distant future." 


Dr. John Adams Bownocker, State Geologist of Ohio, 


speaking on the natural gas situation, the early dis- 
covery of natural gas in Ohio, and of the productivity 
of the field, calls attention to this fact: 


"The demands on this territory have been very heavy 


and while the yield has been extremely large it has by 
no means equalled the demand. For years Ohio has 
consumed more gas than she produced, and in 1917 the 
state's production was only about 40 per cent, of the 
quantity consumed. The average open flow of new 
wells in Ohio, for 1918, was 1,517,000 cu. ft., the low- 
*>st in 10 years. Moreover, it was a decrease of 33 
^er cent, over the previous year. 


"Conditions with reference to the present and prob- 


able future supply of natural gas in the Appalachian 
field have been stated to the best of my ability and 
without bias. The situation is only fairly satisfac- 


large area, and for reasons previously stated the pros- 
pects of such discovery are very poor. At the best 
the supply on the present enormous scale will last 
for only a feAV years." 


Dr. Eugene Wesley Shaw, Natural Gas Expert, U. 


S. Internal Revenue Bureau, and Geologist, U. S. Geo- 
logical Survey, thus summarizes the gas situation: 


"The country as a whole including the gas pro- 


ducer is interested or should be interested in caring 
for the remaining supplies of gas and in delivering 
them to those consumers who need them most in an 
economic Avay. 


"The limited extent of remaining supplies has been 


frequently referred to but it cannot be over-empha- 
sized. The remarks that future generations—yes, the 
next generation—will make about our profligacy 
should already burn in our cars." * 


'it will be seen by a perusal of the foregoing that 


agitation for conservation of natural resources does 
not primarily come from the natural gas companies, 
but rather that it Avas inaugurated and is no\v reit- 


problem of fuel supply which may be solved effectually 
only through co-ordinated attention to the component 
parts. This problem science and technology, working 
together, can take the initiative in simplifying, by 
pointing the way and devising means for its solution, 
but of their own initiative, they are powerless to go 
further. The responsibility of initiative in carrying 
forward the actual process of solution rests with the 
public, and resting with the public is contingent, as a 
first requisite upon public opinion genuinely alive to 


and State governments, who have long realized the im- 
portance to the public of a radical change of policy 
toward this most valuable fuel resource. True it is 
that the question is also one of most vital importance 
to those whose capital is invested in means of market- 
ing natural gas, but the great consuming public faces 
a situation even more critical as the time approaches 
when natural gas shall be no more.
